SELECTMEN'S   EEPOET. 


TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  DORCHESTER: 

At  the  close  of  the  municipal  year,  it  becomes  an  in- 
cumbent duty  upon  the  Selectmen  to  report  to  the  Town 
the  amount  of  money  they  have  drawn  from  the  Treasury, 
and  the  purposes  for  which  it  has  been  expended.  Also 
their  doings  as  Selectmen,  Overseers  of  the  Poor  and  Sur- 
veyors of  Highways. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  citizens  of  Dorchester  justly  pride  themselves  upon 
the  accommodations  they  have  provided,  for  all  classes  of 
children  to  obtain  a  good  education.  For  this  they  pay 
(more  willingly  than  for  any  other  town  appropriation)  a 
sum  equal  to  about  one-third  of  the  annual  expenditures ; 
if  we  add  the  amount  paid  for  interest  on  the  town's  debt 
for  school  accommodations. 

POOR  IN  THE  ALMS-HOUSE. 

Many  of  the  inmates  of  the  Aims-House  during  the  past 
year,  have  been  invalids,  and  have  been  unable  to  wait . 
upon  and  take  care  of  themselves.  The  large  number  of 
nightly  lodgers  who  have  no  particular  abiding  place,  and 
who  invariably  require  supper  and  breakfast,  have  very 
much  increased  the  expense,  and  also  the  labors  of  the  Su- 
perintendent and  Matron  ;  and  some  additional  help  has 
been  re(juired  to  keep  the  establishment  in  a  proper  state  of 


order,  and  to  do  everything  practicable,  which  could  conduce 
to  the  cleanliness,  comfort  and  homelike  feeling  of  the 
inmates. 

Those  persons  who  have  interested  themselves  in  the 
spiritual  welfare  of  the  inmates,  have  been  unremitting  in 
their  exertions,  and  have  held  religious  services  at  the 
Aims-House  every  Sunday. 

POOR   OUT   OF   THE   ALMS-HOUSE. 

Affording  relief  to  this  class  of  poor  requires  discrimina- 
tion and  decision,  lest  our  sympathies  and  sense  of  duly 
conflict ;  as  assistance  in  many  cases  is  solicited  by  those 
who  have  no  legal  claim,  but  who  have  been  brought  by 
misfortune  or  sickness  into  a  condition  demanding  tempo- 
rary relief.  There  are  others  who  have  adopted  a  syste- 
matic course  of  begging  for  a  livelihood,  and  have  become 
so  well  skilled  in  the  art  as  to  make  it  appear  that  they  are 
really  suffering.  We  believe  that  all  the  deserving  poor  in 
this  Town,  have  been  well  cared  for  during  the  past  year. 
Many  of  them  have  received  aid  from  benevolent  citizens 
and  different  societies  in  the  Town,  and  we  have  somewhat 
exceeded  the  amount  of  your  appropriation  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

HIGHWAYS. 

The  health,  comfort  and  happiness  of  a  community,  de- 
pends partly  upon  the  condition  in  which  the  streets  and 
sidewalks  of  a  town  are  kept.  Their  appearance  is  not 
unjustly  regarded  as  a  prominent  indication  of  the  state  of 
refinement  and  prosperity  of  the  people. 

The  number  of  miles  of  street  to  be  repaired  is  increased 
every  year,  so  there  are  constantly  new  demands  for  out- 
lays, as  must  be  the  case  in  every  thriving  town.  We  have 
found  it  necessary  to  exceed  somewhat  the  amount  appro-

priated,  although  we  have  not  done  as  much  as  seemed  to 
be  required. 

The  travelled  part  of  the  Neponset  Avenue  has  been 
widened  on  the  meadows  north  of  Neponset  "Village  The 
part  of  said  Avenue  between  said  Village  and  Bridge  has 
not  been  widened,  as  it  was  not  a  favorable  time  for  the 
owners  of  the  buildings  standing  within  the  lines  of  said 
Avenue  to  remove  them. 

We  have  felt  obliged  to  spend  a  considerable  sum  of 
money  on  the  repairs  and  widening  of  the  travelled  path 
of  the  Dorchester  Avenue,  causing  it  to  be  widened  between 
Savin  Hill  and  Glover's  Corner — between  Glover's  and 
Field's  Corner  —  between  Park  and  Gibson  street,  and  be- 
tween Richmond  and  Washington  street.  We  have  also 
had  a  fence  built  against  the  marshes  and  several  exposed 
places  on  the  line  of  the  Avenue.  The  Dorchester  Exten- 
sion Railway  Company  paid  one  hundred  and  thirty-two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  towards  the  widening  of  the  Avenue 
between  Richmond  and  Washington  streets. 

By  laying  the  rails  for  the  Horse  Railroads  on  Wash- 
ington street,  it  became  necessary  to  spend  a  larger  sum  of 
money  than  was  anticipated  in  repairing  and  grading  said 
street. 

River  street  has  been  widened  at  Mattapan  and  Hyde 
Park,  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  it  widened  and  graded 
in  other  places. 

Agreeably  to  the  orders  of  the  County  Commissioners, 
we  have  caused  the  highway  to  be  widened  near  the  junc- 
tion of  Adams  street  and  the  Dorchester  Avenue  at  the 
Lower  Mills,  by  taking  land  and  removing  the  house  and 
rocks  from  estate  known  as  the  ^'  Preston  Estate."  The 
Town  paymg  three  hmidred  dollars  towards  the  land 
damages,  and  the  County  the  remainder, 

Boston  street  has  been  widened  by  the  County  Commis- 
sioners the  past  season.  The  County  paying  for  the  land 
damages  with  the  exception  of  five  hundred  dollars  paid 
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by  the  Dorchester  Railway  Company,  two  hundred  dollars 
paid  by  the  Town,  and  fifty  dollars  paid  by  George  Rich- 
ardson for  a  small  piece  of  land  in  front  of  his  estate,  which 
was  relinquished  by  the  Commissioners. 

We  contracted  to  have  the  road  laid  out  by  the  County 
Commissioners  from  Hyde  Park  to  West  Roxbury  built  for 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  the  sum  appropriated  by  the 
town  for  that  purpose.  It  is  not  quite  completed,  the  Con- 
tractors not  finishing  it  at  the  time  specified. 

The  Town  at  the  last  April  meeting  accepted  the  road 
laid  out  from  Port  Norfolk  to  Commercial  street.  We  have 
contracted  to  have  said  road  constructed,  by  the  first  of 
May  next,  for  thirty-five  hundred  dollars,  the  sum  appro- 
priated for  that  purpose.  The  persons  who  obligated  them- 
selves to  indemnify  the  Town  for  land  damages  are  ready 
to  fulfil  their  agreement,  when  required. 

At  the  last  April  Meeting,  the  article  on  accepting  the 
report  of  the  Selectmen  on  laying  out  as  a  town  way  a  new 
street  from  a  point  on  Mill  street,  near  the  crossing  of  the 
Old  Colony  and  Fall  River  Railroad  to  Commercial  Point, 
was  indefinitely  postponed,  it  being  considered  illegal  to 
accept  said  report,  until  the  Legislature  had  granted  the 
Selectmen  a  right  to  lay  out  and  construct  a  town  way 
across  the  Creek  known  as  Barque  Warwick  Cove.  The 
act  granting  to  the  Selectmen  said  right  was  passed  on  the 
fourth  of  April,  and  a  clause  was  inserted  in  said  Act,  "  that 
the  proceedings  of  the  Selectmen,  so  far  as  they  have  been 
conformable  to  the  forms  and  provisions  of  law,  are  hereby 
established  and  confirmed."  At  the  Town  Meeting  on  the 
seventh  day  of  May,  the  Town  accepted  the  same  report, 
and  appropriated  the  sum  of  forty-five  hundred  dollars  for 
grading  and  constructing  the  road,  and  the  Treasurer  was 
authorized  to  borrow  said  sum.  At  a  subsequent  meeting, 
on  the  twenty-second  day  of  May,  it  was  voted  to  annul  the 
vote  by  which  the  town  accepted  the  report  of  the  Select- 
men, and  it  was  also  voted  to  reconsider  the  vote  appropri- 


ating  four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  for  constructing 
said  road.  The  persons  desirous  of  having  the  road  built 
intend  to  have  the  subject  brought  before  the  Town  at  the 
next  March  meeting. 

We  have  caused  a  stone  Watering  Trough  to  be  placed 
on  the  side  of  Washington  street,  south  of  Ashmont  street, 
which  is  supplied  with  water  from  a  spring  in  land  belong- 
ing to  the  heirs  of  the  late  John  Wells.  This  and  the  one 
on  Adams  street,  are  highly  prized  by  the  travelling  public. 

HORSE   RAILROADS. 

The  laying  of  the  track  of  the  Horse  Railroads  in  our 
streets,  instead  of  reducing  the  cost  of  repairing  the  high- 
ways as  some  persons  anticipated,  has  so  far  very  much 
increased  the  expense  in  that  department;  by  making  it 
necessary  to  widen  the  travelled  part  of  streets  in  some 
places,  and  to  alter  the  grade  in  others.  Considerable  incon- 
venience and  some  risk  attend  following  or  crossing  the 
tracks  with  carriages,  so  the  light  travel  avoid  the  railroad 
whenever  practicable.  The  clearing  the  track  of  snow  and 
filing  it  up  in  the  streets  this  winter,  has  been  a  source  of 
trouble  to  many  persons. 

But,  notwithstanding  the  troubles  and  inconveniences, 
the  majority  of  the  inhabitants  consider  that  the  benefits 
derived  from  this  mode  of  travel,  are  far  greater  than  all  the 
evils  attending  it.  The  persons  having  the  management  of 
the  railroads  have  extended  to  our  citizens  all  reasonable 
facilities  and  accommodations  for  travelling  at  a  very  low 
rate. 

LIGHTING  STREETS. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town,  at  the  last  April 
meeting,  we  have  had  a  number  of  lamps  lighted  where 
individuals  have  put  up  lamp-posts  and  lamps  at  their  own

expense.  The  number  of  lamps  will  constantly  be  increas- 
ing, so  that  a  much  larger  appropriation  will  be  required  the 
coming  year  for  this  purpose. 

GRAVEL   LAND. 

We  have  purchased  thirty-one  thousand  three  hundred 
and  ninety-eight  square  feet  of  land,  for  seven  hundred  and 
eighty^four  dollars  and  ninety-jSve  cents,  situated  upon  a 
street  leading  from  Neponset  Avenue  to  Ashmont  street. 
We  have  also  purchased  fifty  thousand  two  hundred  and 
twenty-two  square  feet  of  land  on  the  corner  of  Forest  Hill 
Avenue  and  Norfolk  street,  for  five  hundred  and  eighteen 
dollars  and  eighty-two  cents.  As  these  pieces  of  land  would 
furnish  sufficient  material  to  repair  the  streets  in  their  vicin- 
ity for  a  number  of  years,  we  thought  it  for  the  interest  of  the 
Town  to  procure  them.  There  being  no  money  raised  for 
that  particular  purpose,  the  amount  paid  for  it  is  charged 
under  Incidental  Expenses. 

FIRE   DEPARTMENT. 

The  engines  and  apparatus  are  kept  in  good  order  and 
ready  for  use  when  required,  and  are  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  Engineers.  There  has  been  tv/o  volunteer 
engine  companies  during  the  year ;  one  at  Mattapan  and 
one  at  Neponset,  and  a  large  number  of  citizens  have  volun- 
teered their  services  and  worked  at  the  fires.  Compara- 
tively speaking,  but  few  fires  have  occurred  in  the  town 
during  the  past  year. 

POLICE   AND   WATCH. 

The  efficiency  of  the  Police  and  Watch  is  a  matter  which 
tends  much  to  preserve  the  peace,  prosperity  and  good  order 
of  the  Town.     The  vigilance  of  our  Watch  has  been  eluded 


ill  a  few  instances  during  the  past  year ;  but  before  we  com- 
plain of  their  want  of  faithfulness,  let  us  consider  that  an 
officer,  however  efficient,  cannot  be  in  all  places  at  the  same 
time. 

LOCK-UP. 

At  the  last  April  Meeting  the  Town  gave  us  power  to 
provide  a  suitable  Lock-up  at  Neponset  Village,  provided  it 
could  be  done  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars. 
As  we  were  unable  to  provide  a  suitable  one,  without  ex- 
pending a  much  larger  sum,  we  decided  to  defer  the  matter 
for  the  present. 

CLAIM    FOR   DAMAGES. 

In  our  last  Report  we  informed  you  that  Isaiah  P.  White, 
of  Q,uincy,  sued  the  Town  to  recover  damages  to  the  amount 
often  thousand  dollars,  for  injuries  sustained  by  him  on  the 
sixth  day  of  October,  1857,  in  consequence  of  alleged  defects 
in  the  bridge  on  Commercial  street.  The  case  was  tried  at 
the  December  term  of  the  Superior  Court,  in  1859,  and  re- 
sulted after  three  days'  trial,  in  a  disagreement  of  the  jury. 
At  the  last  April  term  of  said  Court  the  case  was  again 
tried  with  the  same  result.  At  the  December  term  he  ap- 
plied for  another  hearing,  which  was  granted.  After  put- 
ting us  to  the  expense  of  getting  ready  for  trial,  he  obtained 
a  postponement  of  the  case  until  next  April. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.
